WILLIAM J. COMEY 
YONKERS, NEW YORK 




LAST June in Yonkers, New York, the body 
of a woman was found at the edge of a 
park. She had been brutally beaten; her 
jaw was broken, her eyes were blackened and 
her face lacerated by her attacker. Twenty-nine 
minutes after her body had been discovered 
the Yonkers police made their arrest. 

There are two things about this case which 
arc unusual. One is that justice is not always so 
swift, though the Yonkers police record shows 
that crime there is punished quickly and cer- 
tainly. The other (also part of the Yonkers 
record) is that such crimes don't often occur 
there. The incidence of crime in Yonkers is 
extremely low. 

The reason for Yonkers' splendid record is a 
man named William J. Comey. His official title 
is Deputy Commissioner of Public Safety. This 
is the first time • member of the uniform force 
has been appointed a Deputy Commissioner 
of. Public Safety and he's a man who respects 
his city as much as his city' respects him. 
"Yonkers is a fine place to live," he says, "and . 
that's one reason we have so little trouble here. 
It's the fifth largest city in the state, biggest city 
in Westchester County but there's certainly no 
crime problem. It's a good, clean city." 

The Commissioner should know. Besides being 
the man who is right at the heart of what is 
happening in Yonkers, William Comey is a 
man who was born and raised there. He joined 
the Yonkers force as a patrolman in 1920. He 
was sent to police school in New York City, 
where one of his instructors, also a patrolman 
then, was the man who is today New York'* 
Commissioner, Arthur J. Wallander. 

Patrolman Comey, then 26 years old, there- 
upon began the long climb through the ranks 
that has brought him to the top. He was as- 
signed to traffic and spent two and a half years 
there. 

Then he began to move ahead. In 1926 he 
was in the* detective division. In 1930 he was 
a Sergeant. In 1934, still a Sergeant, he was 
in charge of the radio division. In 1936 he be- 
came a Lieutenant. In 1944 he was put in com- 




mand of the entire detective division. Three 
years later he was appointed, Aide to the Com- 
missioner of Public Safety, and then on July 
2, 1947 he received his present appointment, 
Deputy Commissioner of Public Safety, in charge 
of Police. 

At 55, he is a ntan who knows his work thor- 
oughly and obviously loves it. He is a big 
man with iron grey hair, blue tytt, a big pleasant 
face, a firm chin and a quick, pleasant smile. 
When he talks, he speaks quietly, but firmly. 
He is alert to what the other fellow has to say, 
doesn't mind shifting subjects. You cap tell 
he is a man other, men like to Speak to. You 
can tell he's a man who has spent a lot of 
time asking questions, too — but. waiting quietly, 
patiently for the answers, ready to sift them 
out and '*t what they mean. 

He sticks to facts, whether about himself or 
his work. He doesn't like to tell about his own 
cases,- or the cases his department has cracked. 
But if he has to. he'll talk about his department 
first, himself second. 

While he is glad to discuss police methods, 
he likes best to talk about the humorous side of 
his work. "A detective often has to pick up a 
suspect without letting him know what he's 
wanted for. Sometimes • suspect will tip off 
somebody else. And there art times when you 
don't know just the man you want and you cant 
ask a lot of questions to help you identify him. 
If he is the wrong man, he may tip' off th* 
right one, who can then get away. I've used aa 
idea that's worked pretty well. I remember one 
time we were looking for a man named Dava 
Gordon, one 'of five brothers. I thought I had 
him spotted, but if I'd picked the wrong brother, 
I'd have to let him .go, and he'd surely warn the 
one we wanted.' 



"I waited until I had my man alone. He was 
standing on a street corner when I went up to him. 
'Hello, Murphy,' I said. The man-turned. 'You 
got the wrong person,' he told me, 'I'm not 
Murphy.' 'Of course you are,' I 'insisted/ you're 
Tommy Murphy, I'd know you anywhere.' 
'Listen,' he said, anxious to get away, 'my name 
Is Dave Gordon,' and as he started to move off, 
I thanked him and remarked, 'You're just the 
Gordon I want. Come with me.' 

"I've had other people give themselves away 
just because they thought they were safe. An- 
other time I was looking for a young man who 
was mixed up in a burglary. He had been hiding 
out but we had a hunch that he would, at some 
time, get in touch with his family. One day I 
went to see his father. I introduced myself and 
told him I was looking for his son. I said that 
the boy had been in an automobile accident and 
had hit another car and driven off. The father 
Insisted that his son was innocent and inquired 
about the time the accident had happened. About 
e half hour ago, I told him. That proved it, the 
father insisted. And then he told me that he had 
spoken to the son only a few minutes ago and 
that he had been miles away — in another town. 
I looked convinced. 'O.K.,' I said, 'if that's the 
case, he's in the clear, but bring him in and we'll 
clear it right up.' 

"I went back to my office. Within an hour the 
father and son walked in, expecting to prove that 
the son had not been near the accident and also 
expecting to walk right out. Well, I thanked the 
father and booked the son. They saved me a lot 
of time and trouble." 

What about the tough cases? "Well," the Com- 
missioner explains, "it's police work, hard but 
routine police work, that solves the tough ones." 
Arson, he reports is the toughest, the hardest to 
prove; the crime that usually has no. witnesses 
and few clues. But he's broken those, too. Next 
comes burglary and hold-ups. "Not long ago We 
had a double on that — a burglary and hold-up 
that also solved a number of other cases. A but- 
cher store was burglarized and then ten days 
later, just as he was closing, the. proprietor was 
held up by two men who came in with drawn 
guns. They took his cash and escaped in a car 
driven by a third man. We started an investiga- 
tion and soon learped that a man with a criminal 
record lived in the neighborhood, was a Astomer 
•f the atore ami had become friendly chough 



with the owner to know the closing time and ap- 
proximate daily receipts. We placed him under 
close surveillance and found that he was fre- 
quently seen with two od|cr young men. At an 
opportune time we questioned all three. One had 
a gun concealed on him. They admitted two 
robberies and four burglaries. All were convicted 
and imprisoned. The man who had the gun had 
stolen it in a burglary in Massachusetts, where 
he lived. He was an ex-convict and wanted in 
his own state. That was a case that tied up a lot 
of loose ends." 

The Commissioner has set up a new system in 
Yonkers to make sura that it doesn't take long 
to bring in those who break the Jaw. He gets 
reports every morning on every complaint made 
to his department. And he can pick up report 
slips on any and every case to find out just how 
it is being handled— or was handled. He's got 
the whole city right' at his finger tips, every 
minute of the day. 

He is proud of that, of course, and of his force 
and of his city. But perhaps he fs proudest of hia 
work with youngsters. He likes the Juvenile Aid 
Bureau which handles juvenile cases quickly, in 
cooperation with parents and without subjecting 
juvenile offenders to jail sentences that may ruin 
their lives. He is also proud of the small percent* 
age of juvenile offenses in Yonkers. "We help 
boys and girls," he said, "by the Police Athletic 
League, by motion pictures, by having a big 
party with Gene Autry here once a year, by 
athletic programs and by being friends. 

"Juvenile delinquency? Well, we have some, 
of course, but I'll tell you; it's the conditions in 
the home that cause it. 99% of it is caused by 
bad home environment or by divided families. 
The home is the keystone of the nation. And if 
the home is all right, the children are all right." 

Sitting in the Commissioner's sparsely fur* 
nished office in the big Police Headquarters build- 
ing you have the feeling that this is a man who 
knows the answers to keeping things all right. 
You feel that he's being part of a good team. 
When you ask him about the toughest part of 
his job, he smiles. "Well, we have 32 vacancies 
that I'd like to see filled. We could use more 
men on school traffic," Safety for the 'people of 
Yonkers is his main concern. Safety all around 
—and as he says, Yonkers is a fine place to live..
